WASHINGTON, July 31—A con- 
troversial public housing bill is 
the last major obstacle standing 
in the way of Congress’ headlong 
adjournment rush. 

Barring a conference commit- 
tee deadlock on the hotly con- 
tested measure, the lawmakers 
should be on their way home by 
midnight tomorrow. They will not 
return until January when the 
second session of the 84th Con- 
gress begins. 

Housing conferees, 
late into the night Saturday, are 
temporarily snagged on the ques- 
tion of how many new public 
housing starts should be au- 
thorized in the next four years. 


HOUSING COMPROMISE? | 

‘The Senate voted to permit 
135,000 annually for each of the 
next four years. The House voted | 
to continue basic features of the | 
federal housing program but at) 
the same time refused to au- 
thorize any new housing starts. 

President Eisenhower originally 
requested 35,000 new units in each | 
of the next two years. 

Rep. Joseph W. Martin Jr. of 
Massachusetts, House Republican 
leader, predicted today that Con-. 
gress will wind up accepting the 
President's figure. 


Martin, appearing on the NBC-; 


TV program, ‘‘Meet the Press,”’ | 
said he thought administration | 
supporters would ‘‘have a rally | 
and give the President what he 
wants—35,000 starts a year.”’ | 


FUNDS FOR CONGRESS 


Also stirring a congressional. 


rumpus—but probably not enough 
to delay adjournment—is the an-| 
nual appropriations bill for the 
operations of Congress itself. | 


As frequently happens, Senate 
and House are at loggerheads 
over details of this measure, w'th 
the House -vigorously opposing 
senators’ plans. to give them- 
selves extra postage and station- 
erly allowances, 
and\Nexpense-paid trips home for 
some Senate staff employes. 

Normally, each house respects 
the other’s right to provide for 
its own “housekeeping ex- 
penses,’’ but in this case the 
House “had neglected to provide 
the “fringe, benefits’? put in by 
the Senate.

There did not seem to be any- 
thing wrong with Marilyn, except 
she was very tired. But she man-

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Ike Owes a Debt 
To 83rd Congress 


The record of the Democratic 83rd 
Congress is one of solid achievement in 
many fields, While it did not approve all 
of President Eisenhower’s recommended 
program, it should have earned his grati- 
tude in full measure on several counts. 


Perhaps the outstanding accomplish- 
ment of the session was the re-establish- 
ment of a bipartisan foreign policy, thanks 
largely to Georgia’s Sen. Walter F. 
George and the Senate floor leader, Lyn- 
don Johnson, of Texas. For the first time 
since he took office, the President was 
able to proceed with foreign policy objec- 
tives without having to conduct a running 
battle with members of his own party. 


The President, thanks to help from the 
Democrats, has decisively defeated the iso- 
lationists and the extreme right wingers 
of his own party. He is now in firm con- 
trol of this»country’s relations with the 
world and the State Department is again 
free to function. 


Thanks to support from the Demo- 
crats, the President has been able to over- 
come. his most ardent opponent, Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy, a Republican from Wis- 
consin. His own Senate party leader, Sen. 
Knowland, has been muted. 


The President can thank the Demo- 
crats for making possible the “summit 
meeting”-and for continuing the foreign 
aid and trade programs. They have helped 
to end the atmosphere of fear and hysteria 
generated by the GOP itself in the field 
of foreign affairs. 


Worst failure of the session was inabil- 
ity to agree upon a féderal-aid-to-high- 
ways progrdm. This pressing national 
problem was bogged down in a mire of 
partisan politics and pressure groups. 

The Democrats restored some order 
and sense to congressional investigations, 
returning them to the purpose for which 
they were intended. There were fewer 
public spectacles and more workmanlike 
jobs. Examples that come to mind are the 
Dixon-Yates and Talbott probes. There 
was less demagoguery and more actual 
accomplishment. 


The Democrats maintained an even 
keel and exercised commendable re- 
straint in holding partisan politics and 
squabbles to a minimum. They were much 
kinder to Ike than the GOP was to. his 
predecessor. For that matter, they treated 
. him more kindly in many respects than 
his own party did during the first two 
years of his administration.

Man Extends His Power 
Beyond Earth’s Limits 


The United States plans to ring the 
earth with man-made satellites. The an- 
nouncement came at a _ special White 
House news conference. 

According to the announcement, these 
satellites will be about the size of a 
basketball. They will be carried into outer 
space by rockets. capable: of fantastic 
speed. At a point 200 to 300 miles from 
the earth’s surface they will swing into 
their orbits and begin to circle around 
the earth, like the moon. Eventually they 
will disintegrate. 

With the announcement, man moved 
another step forward in his conquest of 
nature and staked a shaky claim on outer 
space. It could even be the beginning of 
a minor rearrangement of the universe. 

Until now, the earth had one satellite, 
the moon. Soon it may surpass Jupiter 
with its 12 satellites, Saturn with nine, 
Uranus with five, and Mars and Neptune 
with their two each. 

The White House stressed that the 
uses.,of these satellites will be peaceful 
and for the advancement of science. It 
dees not take much imagination, though, 
to visualize other uses. A projectile that 
can be fired this far and controlled as this 
one can has awful possibilities. 

Man again has invented something 
with tremendous possibilities for either 
good or evil. By the time the first of these 
satellites is launched, two years from 
now, we trust some sort of satellite con- 
trol program has been worked out be- 
tween the earth lands competing for mas- 
tery of the universe. 


For a Day the South 
Had the Naval War Won 


Naval historians are interested in the 


report that the wreck of the Monitor has 


been found near Cape Hatteras. 

' The Monitor of the United States Navy 
and the Virginia of the Confederate States 
Navy were the first metal hulled ships 
to engage one another in battle. The fight, 
in which neither ship was able to serious- 
ly damage the other, changed the entire 
course of naval history. 

The Confederates sank the Virginia 
(better known as the Merrimac), when 
Norfolk was evacuated in May, 1862, and 
the Monitor went down in-a storm 2 


~ 


Hatteras on December 31 of the same 
year. 

A Marine diver, encouraged by a $1,000 
reward, found what he believes is the 
wreck of the Monitor. If his claims can 
be verified, the hulk should be raised and 
preserved, for the battle of the Virginia 
and the Monitor opened an era that ended 
only yesterday with the advent of nuclear 
weapons. 


The Confederate Virginia was an un- 
wieldly, iron-clad gun boat built on‘ the 
hull of the old’ U.S.S. Merrimac. ‘This 
monstrous and seemingly impregnable 
vessel attacked the federal fleet block- 
ading Hampton Roads on March 8, 1862. 
Her victory was so decisive that for a 
brief moment it appeared that the Con- 
federacy had the key to the war’s success- 
ful and speedy conclusion. But the next 
morning the Monitor arrived, a low slung 
gun boat with the appearance of a sub- 
marine, 


The strange adversaries fought for 
several hours. The Monitor was forced to 
withdraw. The Virginia waited around, 
but the Monitor did not return to renew 
the engagement. The day’s victory was the 
Virginia’s, but history gives it to the Mon- 
itor. She .checkmated the Confederacy’s 
new threat, and the wooden navy of the 
Federals continued its strangling block- 
ade of Confederate ports. 


Within two months the Virginia was 
at the hottom of the James, sunk by the 
Confederates to keep her from falling into 
Northern hands. And by the end of the 
year the Monitor was sunk, too, her name 
added to the many other ships lost off 
Hatteras. 


The Price of Eggs Has 
A Bearing on Politics 


President Eisenhower has asked Pres- 
ident Carlos Castillo Armas of Guatemala 
to visit him in Washington at the end of 
October, and, naturally, Castillo Armas 
has accepted with pleasure. 


Just a little more than a year ago 
Castillo Armas, then a young army officer, 
began a successful revolt against the Com- 
munist-dominated regime of President 
Arbenz. The anniversary of the revolt was 
celebrated the first week of July with pa- 
rades, speeches and fireworks. 

At the time of the celebration, eggs 
were selling in Guatemala for six cents 
each. 

Guatemala has been quiet since Cas- 
tillo Armas assumed the reins of’ govern- 
ment and purged the Communists and 
their sympathizers. But under the surface 
remain the same conditions that made 
the Commypfist appeal so” attractive. 
These conditions include landless peas- 
ants, low wages, high living costs and the 
concentration of much of Guatemala’s 
wealth in the hands of too few people. 

President Eisenhower's invitation is a 
sure sigm that the United States endorses 
the Castillo Armas government; and is 
anxious to see it remain in power. Cer- 
tainly, it will be interpreted in that light 


in Guatemala. 


Because of the country’s strategic im- 
portance, 
ment in Guatemala is almost as impor- 
tant to the people of the United States 
as ‘it is to the citizens of that land. But 
when eggs sell for.six cents each in an 
agricultural country, something is radi- 
cally wrong. 

President . Castillo Armas’ visit to 
Washington is more than social. It should 
result in strengthening the bonds between 
the two countries and in the kind of 
United States ecdnomic and technical aid 
that is more effective than’ armies in 
combatting communism.

Separation of Races in Schools Was Upheld 


In Supreme Court Decision 59 Years Ago 


Cleveland — In upholding the 
Georgia State, Board of Education 
in their recent action regarding 
segregation in the sehools of Geor- 
gia, reference is made to an opin- 
ion by Mr. Justice Brown of the 
U.S. Supreme Court in Plessy vs. 
Ferguson (1896). 

In construing the 14th Amend- 
ment in that case, Mr. Brown, 
speaking for the court, said: 

“The object of the amendment 
was undoubtedly to enforce the ab- 
solute equality of the two races 
before the law, but in the nature of 
things it could not have been in- 
tended to abolish ‘distinction based 
upon color, or to enforce social, as 
distinguished from political equal- 
ity, or a commingling of the two 
races upon terms unsatisfactory to 
either. 

“Laws permitting and even re- 
quiring their separation in places 
where they are liable to be brought 
into contact do not necessarily im- 
ply the inferiority of either race to 
the other... . The most common in- 
stance of this is connected with the 
establishment of separate schools 
for white and colored children, 
which have been held to be a valid 
exercise of the legislative power 
even by courts of states where the 


political rights of colored have 

been longest and most earnestly 

enforced.”’ ;

1955 to ‘Good Ole Days 


When the tobacco auctioneer began the business of selling tobacco 
this year everything was pretty much the same as it was 27 years 


ago when the first tobacco was sold at auction in the two warehouses 
the Statesboro Tobacco Warehouse Co. 


t ? of 
: There was the same intriguing, 


ever fascinating auctioneer’s chant. 
There were the same long rows 
of golden tobacco piled high in 
baskets. There was the same 
crowd following the auctioneer. and 
the buyers and checkers as they 
moved along the rows. There were 
the kids selling peanuts. All pretty 
much the same. 


But the difference in today’s 
market opening and the 1928 mar 
ket opening is terrific if one follows 
the planting of the tiny tobacco 
plant through its growth period 
and gathering and curing period. 

Then it was a slow, backbreak- 
ing process. “Ole Jake,” the mule, 
pulling the plow to cultivate the 
ground. The tedious job of hand 
setting the plants. The heart break- 
ing chore of bucket watering the 
plants. Then the poisoning of the 


leaf with the cloth dobber. The: 


hand picking and hanging it in the 
barn and cured by fires in a brick 
furnace fired with oak. 


And in 1928 the average price 
was ‘$10.76. a hundred pounds.

He plants his seed, waters the 
tiny plants as they come up with 
a sprinkler system, treats them 
for the blue mold. He pulls them 
and sets the plants in ground pre-

system. He dusts and sprays with 
tractor equipment. He picks it nd 
strings it while seated in a huge 
tobacco harvester and moves it di- 
rect to'the barn, ready to be hung. 
He cures it with oil or gas-fired 
furnace and brings it to the market 
in a de luxe shrimp-pink colored 
truck which the family may use 
for the Sunday auto. 


And he’s guaranteed a price by 
Uncle Sam.

Old Diary Suggests 


Peace Lies in Trust 


I’ve been reading the worn and tattered pages 
of an old diary. A worthy soul has recorded for 
none other eyes than his own the -tiour when he 


arose in the morning and the time of his retirement at night. Op each 
morning at 6:30. To bed each night at 10. Each morning he awakened 
with a clear, steady head, prepared for the responsibilities and oppor- 
tunities of the day; each evening he rested well, knowing that he had 


accomplished the day’s activities in much the manner he had anticipated. . 


This private journal dates to the 


- year 1892. The writer was then in 


his 42nd year. He was the father 
cf three children. He was the owner 
of a farm. At no point in the 70 
or 80 pages which I scanned did 
I find any reference to Russia, to 
total war, to money problems, to 


‘ mental health, to obnoxious neigh- 


bors. But on page after page there 
were brief prayers of thanksgiving, 
words of praise for God’s provi- 
dence, notes on the warm sunshine 
and the benevolent rainfall, inci- 
dental items of interest about 
family and friends. 


Before discarding the diary Il 
mused over the life of that man, 
of his seemingly contented role, 
of his abundant health of mind 
and spirit. Words like his make 
one wonder if the ‘‘good old 
days’’—before our generation of 
fret and turmoil, of fear and an- 
xiety—were not really just about 
as good as the sentimental song 
Writers have said. 

But the year 1892 was not witl- 
out its troubles. That was the time 
of the Populist movement when 
hard words were being said by 
men who really knew better. It 
was a period of unrest in labor 
and agriculture. Cleveland and 
Harrison were pitted together in a 
presidential election which was no 
less intense than campaigns of our

Atomic Energy Use 
Contested as Illegal 


WASHINGTON—About this time a year ago, 
when Congress was rushing pell-mell to adjourn 
and go home as it is now, there was a significant 


day. The Panic of 1893 was a few 
months off. Banner headlines no 
doubt told of the day-to-day 
struggle of man against man, of 
nation against nation, of man 
against nature, and so on. But this 
farmer mirrored in his diary a life 
of contentment, of hard work, of 
domestic tranquility, of peace 
of soul. : 

No doubt he had _ his trying 
hours, his anxious days, his per- 
turbing problems. All men have. 
But in a society of change and 
instability, his mind was at case. 
In the midst of the cyclone there 
is a place of quiet. In the midst 
of-a rocking world, a man must 
find quiet. 

One does not have to look back 
te 1892 for the contentment that 
the old diary suggests. I know 
many a man who in our complex 
society today knows the same kind 
of peace. Long before 1892 the 
Italian ae Dante expressed the 


secret: Ay will is our peace.” 
St. po. put it this way: 
“Thou hast ched me and I have 


been transtated into thy peace.” 
And St. Paul wrote: ‘‘The peace 
of God which passeth all under- 


. Standing” (Philippians 4:7). 


In 1955, in 1892, or centuries long 
before, the secret of peace in the 
storm is found through trust in 
God.

A band of senators. resorted 
finally then to a filibuster against 
the administration bill for private 
development of atomic energy un- 
til they were able to write into it 
certain provisions to protect the 
public and consumer interest. 

Among the protective clauses 
was a guarantee of preference for 
non-profit groups — municipalities 
and other public agencies as well 
as rural electric cooperatives—in 
the sale of atomic energy from 
publicly-owned projects, such as is 
already required by law in the 
case. of electric power from — 
lic hydroelectric projects. 

For that we 
take you to the town of West Mil- 
ton, N.Y. You probably saw photo- 
graphs in your newspapers of 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of the 
Atomic Ertrgy Commission throw- 
ing a switch which started the flow 
of 12,500 kilowatts of electricity 
from an AEC installation into a 
private utility system, the Niagara 
Mohawk Power Corp. . 

What was wrong with the pic- 
ture was spotted immediately by 
a ee several hundred miles 
away in Chicago — the board of 
directors of the Cooperative 


League, which happened to be 
meeting there. 
Members of the board are 


thoroughly familiar with the law 
passed a year ago by Congress 
and they knew also that two cities 
which have ‘ municipal electric 
plants, Illion, N.Y., and Holyoke, 
Mass., as well as the Delaware

County Rural Electric Cooperative 
at Delhi, N.Y., had applied for 
power from this first AEC reactor 
months ago, way back in January. 


Under the law they are entitled 
to preference. ‘They didn’t get it. 
‘In a resolution it drafted, ap- 
proved and sent to Chairman 
Strauss here in Washington, the 
Cooperative League’s board of di- 
rectors said that, under the law, 
the AEC itself should have hired 
Niagara Mohawk to wheel the 
power to the non-profit groups 
which had applied for it under the 
preference guarantee. The co-ops 
and the cities then woulc have 
been charged for the service when 
they were billed by the AEC for 
the power. The board bluntly ac- 
cused the AEC of violating the 
law. 

What the Cooperative League is 
chiefly concerned about is the 
danger of a precedent being estab- 
lished which, it said in its resolus 
tion, ‘far outweighs the economie 
importance of the electric energy 
involved.”’ 

This might seem to be an exe 
aggerated concern unless you know 
the eagerness of powerful private 
utilities to get their hands on this 
new source of energy and how 
great now is their influence here 
in Washington. 

Because of AEC authority over 
atomic energy, that agency will 
bear constant watching to protect 
the public interest in private de 
velopment of this new energy 
source.

Farm, Park V acations 
Good for City Dwellers 


A farm vacation. would be a 
new experience for many city 
dwellers. This novel idea, which 
is gaining momentum, was origi- 
nated by William Wolfe, a resort 
hotel representative, It is a mu- 
tual affair; farmers earn a few 
dollars from their urban paying 
guests and the city bred get a 
healthful, restful, inexpensive va- 
cation. 

A booklet on this organization 
which now has 195 members, 
can be obtained by sending 25 
cents to Farm Vacations and 
Holidays, Inc., 500 Fifth Ave., 
New York. The information will 
be of more value for next year 
as reservations must be made 
months in advance and in addi- 
tion, most of us have completed 
our vacation plans. 

The farms range from coun- 
try estates to the garden variety 
most of us are acquainted with. 
One guest wrote of her experi- 
ences riding horses and tractors 
and helping to gather eggs, 
churn butter, milk cows, feed 
livestock and pick blackberries. 
But these chores are voluntary 
and represent only a small part 
of the farm holiday. 

There is plenty of leisure for 
reading, resting and exploring 
the countryside. Nearby golf 
courses and swimming and fish- 
ing facilities usually are avail- 
able as well as auctions, square 
dances, summer stock shows and 
county fairs. But plush service 
and conveniences or planned en- 
tertainment need not be expect- 


ed. The farmer and his family 
must continue their routine work 
and guests are a secondary con- 
sideration. 

A vacation in one of our state 
or national parks offers another 
opportunity for out-of-door liv- 
ing. For this purpose, Uncle 
Sam has set aside nearly 180 


‘million acres, usually in sites of 


natural beauty, and the majority 
of parks have camping and pic- 
nie facilities; many have lodges. 
Details are covered in the book- 
let, National Forest Vacations, 
which can be obtained by send- 
ing 25 cents to the Superinten- 
dent of Documents, Washington, 
District of Columbia. 

Several years ago, while visit- 
Yosemite and Yellowstone, I was 
impressed by the number of 
campers, largely familiés. They 
cooked their meals and slept in 
tents. Through experience, these 
nature lovers learned what to 
wear and how to avold minor 
inconveniences and in many 
ways had more fun than the 
guests at the lodge. 

But I was even more im- 
pressed with the fact that these 
men, women and children. had 
learned to live out of doors in 
comfort and safety. They will 
never be lost should a catastro- 
phe occur as a result of war, 
wind or rain. In this respect, 
park vacations might be consid- 
ered a civil defense measure. 

But this is not all. Living in 
a tent brings parents and chil- 
dren closer together by recap- 
turing family unity. Adventures 
and discoveries are shared and 
work is so simple, everyone can 
help, even the toddlers.

Others | 


claim they would rather walk, 
and point out that walking is the 
best exercise a-going.

It’s perfectly conceivable to me that it could happen. In fact, 
after what I’ve been through I'd welcome a whole regiment of 
little men from Mars landing in flying saucers.

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| Nashville Sets Pace in $11 Million Redevelopment 
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AFTER BEGINNING OF CLEARANCE THE AREA LOOKS LIKE THIS TODAY

ASHVILLE, Tenn., July 31—Atlanta, which proudly boasts 
of being the South’s most progressive city, can take some 

_ lessons from Nashville in slum clearance and urban rede- 
velopment. 

In this new concept of revitalizing wornout downtown fringe 
areas, Nashville is dramatically showing the way to most of the 
major cities of Dixie. 

Operating with federal aid under Title I of the U. S. Housing 
Act of 1949, the City of Nashville is clearing out 65 acres of 
hideous slums on the slopes of Capitol Hill, just north of the 
central business district. 

The $11,000,000 program already is opening bright vistas for 
public and commercial use.\ 

Meanwhile. in a related project, the State of Tennessee is 
redeveloping 28 acres atop the knob-like hill, which long has 
been crowned by one of America’s most picturesque statehouses. 

A magnificent $7,500,000 ‘“‘Cordell Hull’ state office building 
and a $2,000,000 state archives building already have been 
completed in the state’s redevelopment program. 

When the entire city, state and federal venture is completed 
within a few years, Nashville can boast of one of the nation’s 
most beautiful governmental and commercial centers. 

‘We think it’s going to change the face of the downtown 
city,’ says Mayor Ben West, ‘‘and it perhaps will constitute the 
focal point around which the whole community will see a renais- 
sance.”’

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Although progress has seemed painfully slow and has been 
beset by lawsuits and bitter opposition from some slum property 
owners, the city’s 65-acre redevelopment program is well on its 
way. 

The Nashville’: Housing Authority, acting as the designated 
redevelopment agency, already has acquired 75 per cent of the 
land through negotiation or condemnation. Only a few lawsuits 
remain to be settled before the rest of the needed property can 
be acquired at a total cost of about $5,000,000. 

Sixty-six per cent of the shacks and shoddy commercial 
structures already have been demolished. Wrecking crews are 
at work on others. 

New public housing projects have been built elsewhere in the 
city with construction timed so as to permit the relocation of the 
Capitol Hill slum dwellers. 

Of the 351 families in the redevelopment area, 269 have been 
relocated, Although most of them chose to find private housing 
elsewhere rather than enter the public projects. 


Engineering and landscaping designs and final plans and 
specifications are being drawn up for site improvements such 
as streets, sewers, public utilities, water mains and street 
lighting. 

Within 30 days the Housing Authority expects to advertise 
for bids for these site improvements and let a single contract 
for the job. The estimated time required to complete the more 
than $2,000,000 worth of site improvements is 21 months. 

Meanwhile, when all the land is acquired and cleared, the 
authority will begin offering sites for sale to private enterprise 
for retail and wholesale commercial development. 


All land sales will be by competitive bidding. And certain

restrictions will be placed on the land use so as to control the 
character of the development. 

Private businesses already are interested in the potentials 
of the redevelopment area. 

On a portion of the tract to be devoted to public use, the 
city already has decided to build a > 000,000 auditorium for 
which bonds have been voted. 

The Capitol Hill area in Nashville became a slum area for 
a variety of reason, one of which was lack of planning. 

The area lies between the crest of the hill, which is crowned 
by the capitol, and the L&N railroad and the frequently flooded 
lowlands of the Cumberland River. 

The traditional gridiron pattern of streets was imposed on 
a hill whose slopes were too steep. Nothing of much value could 
be built on the hillside and nothing was. 

It soon became a slum area from whence stemmed much 
of the city’s crime, disease, racketeering, prostitution and delin 
quency. It also became a barrier to vehicular traffic and to any 
northward expansion of the business district. 

Charles W. Hawkins, planning engineer and director of the 
redevelopment project, recalls that as far back as 1932 the city 
planning commission began thinking ‘‘something ought to be 
done’? about Capitol Hill. 

Bat not until Congress passed the Housing Act of 1949 was 
anything really done about it. That law permits cities to acquire 
and clear slum areas and Sell the property to private enterprise 
for redevelopment, with the U.S. government footing two-thirds 
of the net project cost. 

With strong support fromthe Chamber of Commerce and 
business leaders, Nashville got busy in a hurry and filed one of 
the first applications for an urban redevelopment loan and grant.

But first it took a selling job by the planners and business 
and civic leaders and both Nashville newspapers to convince 
the public and city council that the job ought to be done. 


Nashville’s application was approved by the Housing and 
Home Finance Administration and the loan contract was signed 
in September, 1952. Early in 1953 the city got the money and 
started buying and condemning the land and winning court 
battles. Demolition of the first slum houses started late in 1953. 

The city is financing its one-third share of the $7,810,000 net 
project cost in part with a $1,000,000 bond issue voted by council, 
and in part with public improvements. 

But Mayor West and other city Jeaders think it will prove 
a bargain. The slum area, which has been an economic liability 
for many years, has been producing only $23,000 annually in 
city taxes. It is estimated that the redeveloped land converted 
to new uses will yield $178,500 in taxes to the city each year. 

The old, outmoded gridiron pattern of streets imposed long 
ago on the steep hillside will be eliminated. In its place will be 
a landscaped six-lane divided boulevard, streets and a 
parking area, all following the contour of the land. 

The new boulevard will connect on the east with a $3,500,000 
Victory Memorial Bridge being built across the Cumberland 
River. It will provide a badly needed east-west traffic loop 
around the central city. 

Construction of the new $5,000,000 auditorium may also lead 
to the. building of a convention hotel nearby. 

The gross project cost for the city’s redevelopment is placed 
at $11,720,000, and the net project cost at $7,810,000, after the 
land has been sold. The federal government is expected to ab- 
sorb about $5,207,000 of that cost.
